Generat Grant's Trip to 
ADELPHIA.—A correspondent of the 
Philadelphia Inquirer, who ac- 
companied General Gtant. from 
Harper’s Ferry to Philadelphia, 
describes the scenes along tke 
route as follows; 


Generals Sheridan, Torbert and 
McIntosh came with the General 
to the train, and bade him an 
affectionate farewell, Sheridan lin- 
gering, as the train moved off, at 
the car window, to get the last 
words of advice from his beloved 
chieftain. When the train moved 
General Grant resumed his accus- 
tomed suavitur in modo, - which 
made everybody feel comfortable 
around him. He spoke nut unless 
questioned, except to notice once 
or twice the scenery and the ca- 
pacity of the road for conveying 
supplies, which subject seemed to 
interest him. Smoking his cigar 
with a remarkably determined 
draught and puff, he seemed for 
the most of the time deeply ab- 
sorbed in thought. 


On nearing each station the 
soldiers on the train would an- 
nounce to the crowd that General 
Grant was a passenger, and this 
would be the signal for the gieat- 
est enthusiasm in cheers and yells 
of the most vehement sort. The 
Lieutenant General sat next the 
window, and acknowledged the 
compliments with a bow or a nod. 

Arrived in Baltimore the Gen- 
eral threw a duster over his shoul- 
ders and stepped upon the plat- 
form. He was met by Rear Ad- 
miral B@ley, who had just arrived 
from Washington with orders to 
confer with General Grant and 
aid him in the execution of any 
plans in which the navy could as- 
sist. The two distinguished offi- 
cers took seats soon after in the 
through train for Philadelphia, 
ard entered into an animated con- 
versation at once, General Grant 
was Offered a special car by Wm. 
Prescott Smith, of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad, but this he 
pulitely declined, and took a seat 
in one of the central cars of the 
train. The distinguished officers 
were soon recognized, and the 
train moved off amid deafening 
cheers. Ateach station on the 
route to Philadelphia the presence 
of the General was announced, 
and he was cheered as usual by 
everybody. Soldiers scrambled 
up’and held on to the car mould- 
ings to get a sight of him, and 
seemed half crazy with enthusi- 
asm. 

At Havre-de-Grace a lady en- 
tered, and recognizing Grantspoke 
to him, shook his hand and kissed 
him, causing our podest leader to 
blush to a rogue. He took the 
favor in good part, however, and 
was not long disconcerted. 

General Grant aad Admiral 
Bailey both go at once to New 
York, where they will be met by 
General Dix, General Franklin, 
Admirals Porter, Stringham and 
other officers. The design of this 
consultation cannot now be made 
public. We can only say that 
some very important movements 
are contemplated, associated alike 
with victory and peace.

It 
is said of him he never killed 
or harmed a white person in. his 
life, but has always been the firm 
andtrue friend of the pale faces. 
The various tableaux representing 
the: most characteristic customs 
of the red man were really and 
startlingly life-like, and elicited 
great applause. Thestage scenery 
was very appropriate, and the 
manner of life among these. wild 
tribes could not be more triaghfully 
and vividly represented, even in 
their own savage mountains,— 
Winnemucca conducted himself 
with great dignity, and his daugb- 
ters were very modest and grace- 
fulin all of their movements.— 
At the close of the performance 
Winnemucca came forward and 
made’a short speech, which was 
interpreted by one of his daugh- 
ters In a very pretty and amusing 
manner. He said that he had long 
thought Virginia City the largest 
place ‘in the World, but was much 
mistaken. This much exceeded 
it in almost every respect. “My 
father,” said she, “is going to the 
States to see the geeat govern- 
ment and the great man, who they 
say, owns all the world. My father 
is good Union, and says he is 
going to vote fur Abraham Lin- 
coln!” This announcement of 
Winnemacca’s political preference 
caused a perfect outburst of laugh- 
ter and long continued cheers — 
They will give another entertain- 
ment at the same place on Monday 
evening, and any of our citizens 
who desire to behold their truth- 
ful delineations of savage life, will 
be well repaid for going.—San.

done pertaining to efficiency und com- 
fort. The expedition will move along 
the stage road early to-morrow morning 
aader the command of Captain Brown of 
Company L. 

General Connor will be absent abont 
three weeks. Should a winter campaign 
be deemed at all feasible, the General 
will organize bis expedition to that end 
and at.the proper time return to the 
aeighborhood of Denver and command 
in person.

She had gone to Nassau 
from Paris, and sailed thence for 
the south. She brought with her 
an abundant wardrobe, and a suf- 
ficiency of means to last her for 
two or three years at the present 
high rate of living. Her object 
in visiting this country was to 
discover the fate of an only broth- 
er, a Colonel in our service, who 
placed her at Geney’s school when 
the war began. She had not heard 
from him during six months, be- 
camé anxious, and finally set out 
on ber long and perilous journey. ; 
Hee anxiety proved too well 
founded. Her brother had been 
killed at Gettysburg, and she 
found herself alone and a stranger 
in his nativeland. She went first 
to Augusta, then to Mobile; here 
she lost a trunk containing all her 
gold. At this critical juncture 
sbe met a handsome field officer, 
fell in love, engaged in flirtation, 
then in an amour,and accompanied 
him as far as Atlanta on his way 
to the front. He fell at Chicka- 
thanga. What her life became 
you can guess, She died last 
week, and was tumbled in the 
round in the public cemetery.— 
ere’s a story for you; weep 
over it. 


DeatH oF Watter Savace 
por.—Oar European advices in- 
form us of the death at Florence, 
on the 17th of Sept., of one of the 
mist distinguished members of 
the English literary circles of that 
city, the aged Walter Savage 
Landor. He was born in 1775, 
and was therefore 89 years old 
He was educated at Rugby and 
Oxford, but quitted the Univer- 
sity without a degree. In 1808 
he raised at his personal cost a 
body of troops in aid of the Span- 
ish patriots, by whom he was 
created a Colonel in the Spanish 
army. Since bis marriage—with 
the exception of a few years at 
Bath—he has _ resided abroad, 
chiefly at Florence. Among his 
works, We may mention “Count 
Julian,” a tragedy ; “Gebir,” an 
epic poem, which he afterwards 
translated into Latin ; “Imagin- 
ary Conversations,” in five vol- 
umes, and “Pericles and Aspasia.” 
In 1857 he published “Dry Sticks 
Fagoted,” which contained per- 
sonal allusions to a lady in Bath, 
and occasioned great scandal, for 
which Landor was prosecuted and 
compelled to pay £1,000 damages. 
His last work was a small collec- 
tion of verses in English and La 
tin, marked by all the character- 
istics of his peculiar genius,
